Report  of'  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1 959 
To  the  Chairman  said  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea 


Dear  Sir,  or  Madam, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1955* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  (compared  with  those  for  last  year)  reveal 
a fall  in  the  birth  rate  from  14*3  to  13*7  per  1000  of  the  population  and  a more 
marked  fall  in  the  death  rate  from  17.4  to  12.7  per  1000  of  population.  The  deaths 
from  vascular  disease  of  the  nervous  system,  coronary  disease  and  other  circulatory 
diseases  stands  at  a high  figure  and  accounts  for  approximately  8Q&  of  the  deaths. 

The  district  contains  a high  proportion  of  retired  and  elderly  persons  a circumstance 
which  accounts  for  this  high  figure. 

Practically  all  the  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  first  two 
months  of  the  year  and  were  confined  to  measles.  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
remains  low  as  in  previous  j^ears,  despite  the  considerable  influx  of  seasonal 
visitors  a considerable  proportion  of  whom  spend  their  vacation  on  the  caravan  sites 
of  the  district. 

Rainfall. 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  20.28  inches,  the  average  over  the  past  ten  years 
being  23.59  inches.  Rain  fell  on  144  days , December  being  the  wettest  month  with 
3.78  inches  and  September  the  driest  with  0.16  inches.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water, 


Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is  distributed  by 
the  Council,  The  consumption  during  1959  was  78,701,000  gallons,  an  amount 
equivalent  to  38  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day.  The  total  consumption  is 
about  8 million  gallons  higher  than  the  previous  year,  which  is  to  be  attributed 
mainly  to  the  exceptionally  dry  cummer.  Approximately  700  feet  of  3 inch  water 
main  was  laid  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewage  discharges  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  sea.  Flooding  continues 
to  occur  at  certain  low  lying  points  in  the  system  due  to  surcharging  of  the  sewers 
when  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  coincides  with  high  tides.  During  the  year  220 
feet  of  new  sewers  have  been  constructed  by  private  contractors  to  serve  new 
housing  development,  and  in  addition  1240  feet  of  sewer  has  been  laid  by  the  Council 
on  their  Caravan  Site  at  the  North  Cliff. 

Public  Cleansing, 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  present  some  difficulty. 

The  acquisition  of  another  refuse  vehicle  will  undoubtedly  improve  collection  but, 
owing  to  the  limited  capacity  of  the  furnaces  at  the  incinerator,  some  difficulty 
will  still  be  encountered  in  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Baled  paper  and  tins  have  been  salvaged  and  sold  despite  a difficult  market.

During  the  year  the  southern  section  of  the  Council's  caravan  site  was 
completed  with  accommodation  for  approximately  90  caravans. 

The  Council  again  permitted  the  South  Cliff  car  park  to  be  used  by  caravan 
occupiers  for  a period  of  28  days,  a water  supply  and  dust  bins  being  provided. 

Toilet  facilities  were  available  at  the  nearby  Boating  Lake  shelter. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  existing  privately  owned  sites  but 
much  remains  to  be  done  before  all  the  sites  can  be  regarded  as  completely 
satisfactory.

This  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  pay  grants  to  owners  who  carried  out 
certain  improvements.  Five  applications  were  received,  four  of  which 
were  approved.

Meat  Inspection. 


There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  two  of  them  dealing 
with  the  relatively  small  amount  of  meat  consumed  locally,  the  third  being  concerned 
mainly  with  meat  intended  for  consumption  outside  the  area.  In  the  premises  of  the 
latter  the  majority  of  the  meat  inspection  is  carried  out.  Some  improvements  have 
resulted  following  the  coning  into  effect  of  parts  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
and  a good  standard  should  be  achieved  when  the  Act  becomes  fully  operative  in  1961. 
A grant  is  still  paid  by  the  Government  towards  the  cost  of  inspecting  meat 
intended  for  consumption  outside  the  district.

Tuberculosis 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  25  cases  on  the  register,  of  which  11  were 
males  and  14  females,  all  being  cases  of  pulmonary  disease.  Tito  cases  came  to  notice 
during  the  year  otherwise  than  by  formal  notification,  and  no  deaths  from  the 
disease  have  been  notified. 

The  chest  physician  holds  a clinic  monthly  at  the  Hornsea  Cottage  Hospital 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  local  cases  of  the  disease.
